Luey Stone give the following official 
version of the ‘*Pistol Story” of which 
Rev. Annie H. Shaw, the talented 
woman and lecturer, was forced to play 
the heroine.

Men from the lumber camps who 
were not accustomed to attend church 
were there, On inquiring what brought 
them to hear, it was found that the 
stuge-driver had told the story of the 
pistol and the night ride, and said he

TREES FULL OF FLUTES. 
Soudan and Nubia Groves That the Wind 
Fills with Melody. 

In Nubia and the Soudan groves a 
species of acacia are described as exist- 
ing, whose scientific appellation, as 
well as its popular name, is derived 
from the peculiar sound emitted by the 
branches when swayed by the wind. 

The Arabic name is the “soffa” or 
pipe, and the specific name of fistula, 
also meaning a pipe, has been given to it 
for the same reason which prompted 
the nations to give it ita local 
designation, The tree is in- 
feasted with jasecta, whose eggs are de- 
posited in the young shoots and ex- 
tremities of the branches. 

A sort of gall-like excrescence, about 
an inch in diameter, is produced at the 
base of these shoots. When the larva 
has emerged from this nidus it leaves a 
small circular hole, the action of the 
wind in which causes it to produce a 
whistling sound, like that produced by 
a flute or by blowing any hollow pipe. 

When the wind is violent the noise 
caused by thousands of these natural 
flutes in a grove of accacias is most re- 
markable. These natural “whistles” of 
the whistling tree would form a valua- 
ble article of commerce if they could be 
easily and regularly collected and ex- 
ported.—New York Journal. 


English Vegetables. 

Many of the favorite vegetables in 
America are unknown here. In_ place 
of the succulent Lima bean they have in 
England a coarse sort of bean, ina 
broad, flat pod, called “broad beans,” 
only fit to be eaten when served with 
bacon, Its season (I mean the beans, 
for bacon is an everlasting viand) is of 
short duration, At the best beans are 
not regarded as an elegant article of diet. 
In place of summer squash we have a 
green, melon-like looking vegetable 
called “vegetable marrow.” It is a deli- 
cate vegetable, with a soft, pleasant 
aroma, String beans or “scarlet run- 
ners,” are plentiful, and English aspara- 
gus is very delicious and cheap. 

The French asparagus is easy to buy, 
a few hours bringing it over to the Lon- 
don market. Even the nearest African 
ports bring a goodly showing of vege- 
tables and fruits in their changing seas- 
ons, Peas are abundant, also tomatoes, 
potatoes, artichokes, French and Eng- 
lish, the latter called Jerusalem arti- 
chokes, looking like white turnips. 
Gooseberries are big and red as crab 
apples, while figs, grapes, cherries and 
summer berries are not lacking. 
But we have no corn, no Lima beans, 
no oyster plants, and, alas?the peaches 
are mainly luxuries in florists’ windows, 
selling often as high as half a crown 
apiece. Save for a few choice varieties, 
the English apple is inferior in quantity 
and quality to our rich American apples. 
—London Cor, Boston Herald, 


Care in Sponge Bathing. 

Care should be taken, in all operations 
of sponging, washing, and cleansing the 
skin, not to expose too great a surface of 
the body at once, so as to check the per- 
spiration, which might retard recovery 
from the disease, or renew the trouble 
in some other form. In several varieties 
of diarrhoea, dysentery, etc.,, when the 
skin is hard and harsh, the relief to the 
sick person from washing with water 
and using a good deal of soap, is almost 
beyond calculation, 

In other cases, sponging with tepid 
water and soap will be ordered, then 
tepid water alone, and afterward prop- 
erly drying the skin with a soft warm 


towel, Sometimes when water alone is 
to be used, a little vinegar added to it 
makes the sponging more refreshing. Of 


course no one would think of using vine- 
gar at the same time soap is used. Bay 
rum is very acceptable, also, to the face, 
neck, and hands of sick people, when 
used after sponging or bathing. If not 
convenient, some common spirits diluted 
with water may be substituted.—Hall’s 
Journal of Health, 


The School of the Newspaper. 

No sterner exists than a well- 
conducted newspaper office for aspiring 
young spirits who wish to air their ideas, 
and who believe the public is waiting to 
learn opinion before it makes up its 
mind definitely upon a subject. Such 
ideas and opinions are usually at vari- 
ance with those of the editor, and are 
set aside, cut remorselessly, or so ridi- 
culed as to disgust the ambitious mind, 
and make it always wonder how a paper 
can be found to live with such a donkey 
at its head.

Diminishing Railroad Facilities. 

The committee on railroads took up 
this forenoon the order of Mr. Wharton 
of Boston, relative to amending the law 
of 1865, prohibiting the discontinuing 
of stations that have enjoyed railroad 
facilities for five years, or the material 
diminishing thereof. It is proposed to 
allow the railroad commissioners to ex- 
ercise discretionary power in such cases. 


Counsel Coolidge, for the Boston &
